} 30, 000 Home ‘Typical’ Here 


Average house built in Menlo 
Park in 1957 had a valuation of 
$20,578, figures released by 
Building Inspector J. D. Steig- 
er showed this week. If price of 
a lot and other fees are con- 
sidered, this indicates a retail 
price in the neighborhood of 
$27,500 to $30,000 for the mythi- 
cal “typical” home. 

The “average new resident” 
of Menlo Park didn’t move to a 
new single-family dwelling how- 
ever, if Steiger’s figures are an 
indication. There were 15 
apartment units started during 
the year, as compared with 51 
new homes. 

The building inspector point- 
ed out, also, that his “average” 
home was about the same size 
as the “average” home of a year 
ago. In 1956, the median valu- 
ation stood at $20,174. 

“What's slowing the construc- 
tion of single-family residences 


is the lack of wide. open space 
left in Menlo Park,” Steiger 
commented. He said the trend 
has been away from such dwell- 
ings for the several years. 
The “average apartment 
dweller,” if moved into a 
new apartment here, lived in a 
unit with a valuation of $6086. 
Steiger explains that the valu- 
ation he puts on buildings is 
close to the actual cost of con- 
struction. In the case where 
bids are competitive, the low 
bid is used as the basis for judg- 
ing actual worth of the job. 
As usual, the inspector 
clined to comment on 
the “average house” or “aver- 
age apartment” was east or 
west of El] Camino Real. 
Building, oddly enough, seems 
to be going on in a well-spread 
fashion in both halves of the 
city.

Construction and alterations of 


dwellings in the town of Atherton 
last year decreased from the pre- 


vious year. The average expendi- | 
ture for dwelling or alteration | 


likewise showed a decrease, com- 
parable figures of the first 11 


months of 1956 and 1957 indicate. | 
Dwellings constructed in Ather-/ 


fon in 1957 totaled 56, a drop of 
32 through the same period of last
